W ashington, Ja n . 6 
( ZP) 
— The 
house appropriations committee 
began an economy drive today 
by recommending appropriations 
of $1,414,818,515 to finance more 
than 30 
independent 
govern­ 
m ental agencies for the coming 
fiscal year—a saving of $118,538,- 
800 over the current year. 
The measure, first of the reg­ 
ular annual supply bills, slashed 
$3,732,000 off the budget bureau’s 
estim ates, most of the cut being 


borne by the Tennessee va lle y 
authority. 
The bulk of the saving ove r 
this year’s expenditures re sulte d 
from a $123,669,000 cut in funds 
for 
the 
Civilian 
Conservation 
Corps and reductions of $37,914,- 
500 for the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration, and $23,845,077 for the 
railroad retirem ent board. 
Increases of $70,559,322 for the 
Social Security Board, $1,036,500 
for 
the

Commerce 
Commission, $1,852,000 for the

and $385,000 for the National Re ­ 
lations Board, offset the econo­ 
mies.
